mouth before speaking, and emit 
the words by means of your tongue 
and lips. Don’t be afraid to use 
your Ups freely in pronouncing. 
A good exercise for the lips Is 
pronouncing the word “p-r-u n-e-s.” 
It Is also good to purse up the lips 
as in pronouncing the word "cold" 
and "gold," and then to still great- « 
cr degree by saying “shoot" and 
“boot.”
